a fair compensation for the service ren 
dered. Any other view would lie erro 
neou*1. As Judge Van Fleet has said 
tho State has practically seized the prop 
eity of the corporation. The company 1 
bound to supply the water, even thougl 
it be at a loss. That being the case, th 
public should be bound to protect th 
company. It is not a profitable venture. 
I say the public ought lo see that the 
plant Is not run at a loss. The company 
Is bound to keep the plant In repair. 


"Judge Beatty says, and truly, that a 


water company is entitled to rates that 
will Insure a fair Interest on the capltil 
invested. This rate should be b.ised on 
the actual value of the plant. It makes 
no difference whether or not a pipe Is 
ten years old.' The company 1* bound 
to keep 'the plant In repair.
